WHEREAS,  A  study  conducted  by  SPUR  (San  Francisco  Planning  and  Research 
Association)  concluded  that  San  Francisco  spends  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  on 
homeless  programs  that  concentrate  on  the  symptoms  of  homelessness  rather  than  the 
problem  -  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  Jim  Reid's  Shelter-One  is  a  housing  solution;  and 

WHEREAS,  Shelter-One  is  designed  to  house  a  single  individual  in  100  square  feet  of 
space  (less  than  the  size  of  a  parking  space)  that  includes  a  ceramic  tiled  bathroom,  toilet, 
wall  sink  and  bathtub/shower;  a  small  kitchen  with  sink,  refrigerator  and  microwave;  a  single 
bunk  bed  raised  5  feet  above  the  floor  with  a  desk/office  below  and  a  chair;  space  for  a  TV  or 
computer;  additional  storage  space,  a  washer/dryer;  and 

WHEREAS  Jim  Reid's  Shelter-One  housed  10  homeless  people  successfully  over  the 
course  of  a  year,  7  of  whom  were  able  to  move  on  to  better  placements,  jobs  or  permanent 
housing  simply  by  virtue  of  having  a  stable  home  and  an  address;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Shelter-One  was  embraced  by  the  community,  supported  by  neighbors 
and  was  able  to  successfully  house  homeless  people  in  a  residential  neighborhood  for  over  a 
year  at  the  address  of  1 16  Franconia  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  Jim  Reid  was  evicted  from  his  home  because  Shelter-One  was  sited  on

WHEREAS,  Such  shelters  if  proven  successful  could  be  used  to  prevent 
homelessness  by  providing  an  immediate  safety  net  in  the  form  of  a  ready  stock  of  pre-fab 
housing  for  those  who  face  imminent  homelessness  and  need  an  urgent  remedy  before  they 
end  up  on  the  street;  therefore  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Taxi  Commission  has  heard  continuous  complaints 
from  the  taxi  industry  regarding  limousine  operators  and  other  charter  party  carriers  in 
violation  of  the  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  that  prohibit  limousines  and  similar  vehicles 
from  rendering  taxi  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  violations  of  the  law  have  both  economic  and  public  safety 
implications  because  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission,  which  regulates  limousines 
and  other  charter-party  carriers,  does  not  require  criminal  background  checks  for  limousine 
drivers  or  provide  enforcement  when  limousine  drivers  overcharge  passengers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Among  the  reasons  this  situation  has  persisted  over  the  years  is  that  there 
are  inadequacies  in  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  limousine  operators.  For  example, 
over  the  past  few  years,  there  has  been  an  explosion  of  limousines  unlawfully  soliciting 
passengers  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  volume  of  repetitive  and  continuing  offenses  has 
reached  epidemic  proportions.  Certain  limousine  operators  are  walking  a  fine  line  of 
supposedly  "prearranging"  a  passenger  fare  ten  seconds  before  turning  on  the  ignition  to 
drive  a  passenger  to  his  or  her  destination;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  simply  lacks  the  resources  to 
enforce  its  rules  and  regulations  and  agrees  that  sanctions  for  violations  of  the  law  are  on  the

WHEREAS,  there  is  no  statewide  law  requiring  school  districts  to  allow  children  with

Resolution  urging  Muni  to  start  a  pilot  program  utilizing  biodiesel  within  the  next  8 
months,  as  well  as  research  and  adopt  the  use  of  biodiesel,  a  cleaner  burning 
alternative  fuel,  that  will  significantly  reduce  emissions. 

WHEREAS,  Biodiesel  is  a  cleaner  burning  alternative  fuel  to  petroleum  diesel  that  may 
be  used  instead  of  petroleum  diesel  or  may  be  blended  with  petroleum  in  any  percentage  as 
a  mixture  that  reduces  air  pollution;  and 

WHEREAS,  Biodiesel  is  the  only  alternative  fuel  to  fully  complete  the  health  effects 
testing  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  EPA  tier  2  testing,  meet  clean  diesel  standards 
established  by  the  California  Air  Resources  Board  (CARB),  and  further  be  approved  by  both 
the  Department  of  Energy  (DOE)  and  US  Department  of  Transportation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Biodiesel  has  been  proven  in  studies  by  the  DOE  to  help  mitigate  global 
warming  by  reducing  carbon  dioxide  emissions  by  78  percent  compared  to  petroleum  diesel 
as  weil  as  significantly  reducing  pollutants  that  are  hazardous  to  human  health;  and 

WHEREAS,  Biodiesel  can  be  operated  in  any  diesel  engine  with  little  or  no 
modification  to  the  engine  or  fuel  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  Biodiesel  is  a  renewable,  biodegradable  (within  30  days),  non-flammable, 
non-toxic  bio-fuel  that  is  domestically  produced,  economically  viable  and  also  a  natural  by- 
product sourced  and  collected  from  used  restaurant  oil;  and 

WHEREAS,  Biodiesel  may  be  produced  en  masse  by  using  locally  available  feed 
stocks;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Truck  fleets  using  biodiesel  may  transition  back  to  traditional  diesel  at  any 
time  should  there  be  problems  with  the  supply  of  biodiesel  or  the  use  of  biodiesel  in  a 
particular  engine;  and 

WHEREAS,  Congress  has  approved  the  use  of  biodiesel  as  an  Energy  Policy  Act 
compliance  strategy  that  allows  federal,  state  and  public  utility  fleets  to  meet  their  alternative 
fuel  vehicle  purchase  requirements  by  buying  450  gallons  of  pure  biodiesel  and  burninq  it  in 
new  or  existing  diesel  vehicles  in  at  least  a  20  percent  blend  with  diesel  fuel;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Congressional  Budget  and  the  US  Department  of  Agriculture  have 
confirmed  that  the  biodiesel  option  is  the  lowest  cost  alternative  fuel  option  for  meeting  the 
Federal  government's  EPAct  compliance  requirements;  and 

WHEREAS,  Historical  problems  with  biodiesel  regarding  a  5%  increase  in  Nox 
emissions  are  overshadowed  by  an  85%  decrease  in  polycyclic  aromatic  hydrocarbons,  85% 
decrease  in  overall  mutigens,  85%  decrease  in  carcinogens,  55%  decrease  in  particulates, 
56%  decrease  in  carbon  monoxide  and  78%  decrease  in  global  warming  gases;  and 

WHEREAS,  New  emerging  technologies  such  as  Platinum  Plus  (manufactured  oy 
Clean  Diesel  Technologies)  have  been  shown  in  studies  to  reduce  NOx  emissions  by  5% 
when  used  in  combination  with  regular  diesel  at  a  percentage  of  20%  biodiesel  and  80% 
diesel;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  cities  of  Berkeley,  Cleveland,  Cedar  Rapids,  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis, 
have  successfully  instituted  pilot  programs  using  biodiesel  in  their  public  transportation 
programs,  reducing  air  pollution;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  Berkeley  has  operated  its  180  vehicle  fleet  of  semi-trucks, 
garbage  trucks,  school  buses,  ambulances,  public  works  vehicles  and  pick-up  trucks  for  one 
year  on  100%  biodiesel  with  success;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Biodiesel  may  be  an  interim  solution  to  San  Francisco's  diesel  problem 
while  San  Francisco  voters  are  considering  Proposition  I  and  other  ongoing  efforts  to  phase 
out  diesel  usage  in  the  San  Francisco  MUNI  fleet;  and 

WHEREAS,  Biodiesel  is  an  excellent  transition  fuel  as  part  of  a  long  term  strategy  to 
decrease  emissions;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  seeks  to  be  at  the  forefront  of  environmentally  friendly  new 
technologies  that  improve  health,  reduce  global  warming  and  reduce  US  dependency  on 
overseas  oil  and  petroleum  consumption;  now,  therefore  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  wishes  to  facilitate  the  resale  of  such  single 
family  homes  by  adopting  this  resolution  pursuant  to  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section 
33433(c)(1)  authorizing  the  Agency  to  sell  or  lease  small  housing  projects  acquired  through 
the  Agency's  exercise  of  either  its  Right  of  First  Refusal  or  its  Option  to  Purchase  without

2.  Within  30  days  after  the  end  of  each  Agency  fiscal  year  in  which  a  sale 
authorized  by  this  resolution  occurs,  the  Agency  shall  file  a  report  with  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  which  discloses  (i)  the  name  of  the  buyer,  (ii)  the  legal 
description  or  street  address  of  the  property  sold,  (iii)  the  date  of  the  sale, 
(iv)  the  consideration  for  which  the  property  was  sold,  and  (v)  the  date  on 
which  the  Agency  held  its  public  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  33413. 
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Resolution  authorizing  the  resale  of  single-family  homes  acquired  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  with 
tax  increment  funds  without  further  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  the  small 
housing  project  exception  under  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33433(c)(1).

WHEREAS,  The  Sierra  Nevada  and  Cascade  Ranges  are  California's  last  great 
reservoir  for  clean  water,  blue  oak  woodlands,  working  ranches,  wilderness  and  recreation; 
and 

WHEREAS,  This  400-mile-long  mountain  range,  covering  31%  of  the  state,  is  source 
for  more  than  65%  of  California's  drinking  water  and  almost  100%  of  Northern  Nevada's;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Sierra  Nevada  and  Cascade  Ranges  feature  the  tallest  mountains  in 
the  nation  outside  of  Alaska  and  world  renown  tourist  attractions  of  Lake  Tahoe,  Mono  Lake 
and  Yosemite  Valley,  as  well  as  eight  national  forests,  three  national  parks,  and  numerous 
state  parks  and  wilderness  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Sierra  supports  half  of  all  plants  found  in  California,  including  3,500 
native  plant  species  and  200  that  are  rare  -  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  bird  and  mammal  species 
and  about  half  of  the  reptile  and  amphibian  species  in  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  environmental  threats  confront  the  Sierra,  including  impaired  water 
quality  due  to  development  and  resource  extraction  in  23  of  24  Sierran  watersheds  as  well  as 
mercury  and  other  toxic  pollution  that  creates  serious  and  ongoing  contamination  of  the 
headwaters  of  California's  water  supplies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Assemblyman  John  Laird  introduced  a  bill  establishing  a  Sierra  Nevada 
Conservancy  to  coordinate  investment  of  existing  federal  and  state  monies  allocated  to  water 
quality  and  water  quantity  improvements,  watershed  restoration,  investment  in  working 
ranches  and  farms,  recreation  and  education;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Conservancy  would  provide  increased  opportunities  for  tourism  and 
recreation,  protect  the  region's  physical  cultural  and  historical  resources,  improve  the  public's 
understanding  of  the  resources  of  the  region  and  assist  the  local  economy 

WHEREAS,  AB  2600  proposes  a  simple  governing  structure,  and  proposes  that  the 
board  be  term  limited  appointments,  consisting  of  seven  voting  plus  three  nonvoting 
members,  with  four  year  terms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Conservancy  would  work  with  federal,  state  and  non-profit 
organizations  to  protect  natural  diversity  and  natural  resources,  open  space,  working 
landscapes,  riparian  areas,  watersheds,  wildlife  habitat,  recreational  opportunities, 
interpretive  facilities  and  public  access;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  2600  does  not  mandate  new  costs  by  local  and  county  government  in 
the  Sierra,  creates  no  new  regulatory  powers  for  local,  state  or  federal  government  agencies 
and  protects  the  rights  of  private  property  owners  by  allowing  buyers  to  purchase  land  or 
easement  without  governmental  interference;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  support  AB  2600  and  its  intent  to  create  a  Sierra  Nevada  Conservancy;  and,  be  it

Parkinson's  disease,  ALS,  osteoporosis  and  brain  and  spinal  cord  injuries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Medical  researchers  have  discovered  that  many  of  these  diseases  and 
injuries  could  be  successfully  treated  or  cured  by  new  regenerative  medicine  therapies 
involving  stem  cells;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Most  medical  experts  view  stem  cell  research  as  the  new  frontier  in 
medicine  that  could  save  millions  of  lives;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bush  Administration  opposes  this  promising  field  of  study  and  has 
restricted  nearly  all  federal  funding  for  stem  cell  research;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  federal  funding  limitations  have  already  caused  some  of  our  state's 
brightest  stem  cell  researchers  to  go  abroad  or  to  leave  the  field;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California's  medical  and  scientific  institutions,  including  the  University  of 
California,  San  Francisco,  that  wish  to  conduct  stem  cell  research  must  find  alternatives  to 
federal  funding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  coalition  of  California  families  and  medical  experts  have  joined  together 
to  create  a  ballot  initiative,  called  the  California  Stem  Cell  Research  and  Cures  Initiative,  that 
will  fund  stem  cell  research  in  California;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  initiative  authorizes  state  bonds  that  will  provide  an  average  of  $295 
million  per  year  over  a  ten  year  period  to  fund  stem  cell  research  by  scientists  at  California's

WHEREAS,  The  increase  in  stem  cell  research  activities  should  create  thousands  of 
new  jobs  in  California,  including  many  in  San  Francisco;  and,

requiring  independent  audits,  open  meetings,  public  hearings  and  annual  reports  to  the 
public;  and,

advocacy  groups  and  financial  experts;  and,

with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  said  General  Obligation 
Refunding  Bonds  and  the  refunding  of  certain  outstanding  General  Obligation  Bonds. 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board"),  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  • 
Francisco  (the  "City"),  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  the  Charter  of  the  City 
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(the  "Charter"),  and  previous  resolutions  duly  adopted  and  proceedings  duly  conducted  by  the 
Board,  has  previously  authorized  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City's  general 
obligation  bonds  (the  "Prior  Bonds")  listed  in  Schedule  A  attached  hereto,  to  assist  in  the 
financing  of  the  acquisition,  construction,  and  improvement  of  certain  municipal  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  desires  to  issue  and  sell  from  time  to  time  the  City's  General 
Obligation  Refunding  Bonds  (also  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Bonds")  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $800,000,000  pursuant  to  this  resolution  of  the  Board  (this 
"Resolution"),  the  Charter,  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  (the  "Administrative  Code")  and 
any  ordinance  now  or  hereinafter  in  effect,  in  order  to  reduce  the  amount  of  debt  service 
payments  on  the  Prior  Bonds  by  refunding  and  setting  aside  funds  to  retire  all  or  a  portion  of 
the  Prior  Bonds  and  to  pay  the  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds:  and  : 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  the  City  as  follows: 

Section  1 .     Issuance  of  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  issuance  from  time 
to  time  of  the  City's  General  Obligation  Refunding  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  amount  not  to 
exceed  $800,000,000.  The  Board  hereby  further  authorizes  the  issuance  of  Bonds  from  time 
to  time  in  one  or  more  series  (each  a  "Series")  to  be  designated  generally  as  "City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Refunding  Bonds,"  with  each  Series  of  Bonds  to  bear 
such  additional  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  Series 
from  every  other  Series  of  Bonds. 

Each  Series  of  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution,  the  Charter, 
the  Administrative  Code  and  any  ordinance  now  or  hereinafter  in  effect. 

The  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance,  or  such  other  officer  carrying  out 
such  duties  on  behalf  of  the  City  (the  "Director")  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
determine  which  issues  (or  maturities  within  any  issues)  of  the  Prior  Bonds  shall  be  refunded 
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from  proceeds  of  any  Series  of  Bonds  and  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  any  Series  of  Bonds,  by 
public  or  private  sale,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

(a)  the  total  present  value  net  interest  cost  to  maturity  on  the  Series  of  Bonds  to  be 
issued  plus  the  principal  amount  of  such  Series  of  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  the  total  present 
value  net  interest  cost  to  maturity  on  the  Prior  Bonds  to  be  refunded  plus  the  principal  amount 
of  the  Prior  Bonds  to  be  refunded;  provided  however  thai  the  present  value  of  debt  service 
savings  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  any  Series  of  Bonds  shall  not  be  less  than  3%  of 
aggregate  debt  service  on  the- refunded  bonds;  • 

(b)  the  Series  of  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  twelve 
percent  (12%)  (for  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  true  interest  cost  means  that  nominal  annual 
interest  rate  which,  when  compounded  semiannually  and  used  to  discount  ail  payments  of 
principal  and  interest  payable  oh  the  Series  of  Bbnds.to  the  dated  date  of  such  Series  of 
Bonds,  results  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  such  Series  of  Bonds  plus  the 
amount  of  any  premium  offered  (disregarding  for  the  purposes  of  the  calculation  the  accrued 
interest  to  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  Series  of  Bonds));  ■ 

■(c)     the  Series  of  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final  maturity  date  iater  than  the  finai 
maturity  date  of  the  Prior  Bonds  to  be  refunded  and  in  no  event  shall  the  Series  of  Bonds 
have  a  final  maturity  date  after  June  30,  2028; 

(d)  costs  of  issuance  with  respect  to:  the  Series  of  Bonds  (excluding  underwriter's 
discount  and  any  cost  of  credit  enhancement)  shall  not  exceed  two  percent  (2%)  of  the 
principal  amount  of  such  Series  of  Bonds; 

(e)  ,   any  original  issue  discount  upon  the  purchase  of  the  Series  of  Bonds  shall  not 
exceed  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  Series  of  Bonds; 

(f)  in  the  event  of  a  private  sale  of  the  Series  of  Bonds,  underwriter's  discount  shall 
not  exceed  one  and  one-half  percent  (1-1/2%);       ~  ■ 
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(g)  in  the  event  the  Director  determines  to  sell  any  Series  of  Bonds  (or  portion 
thereof)  with  credit  enhancement,  such  as  a  municipal  bond  insurance  policy  or  a  letter  of 
credit,  the  present  value  savings,  as  calculated  by  the  Co-Financial  Advisors,  to  the  City 
resulting  from  the  purchase  of  such  credit  enhancement  shall  equal  or  exceed  the  cost 
thereof;  and 

(h)  no  Series  of  Bonds  shall  be  issued  or  sold  after  June  30,  2009,  as  such  date 
may  be  extended  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Section  2.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  ! 
Clerk  of  the  Board  are  contained  in  file  no.     -040454  . 

Section  3.     Form  of  Bonds.  The  form  of  the  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  form 
presented  to  this  Board,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  and  by  this 
reference  incorporated  herein,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  City  (the  "Treasurer")  are  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
approve  and  to  execute  the  Bonds  of  each  Series  by  manual  or  facsimile  signature;  the  Clerk  j 
and  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Board  are  each  hereoy  authorized  and  directed  to  countersign,  by 
manual  or  facsimile  signature;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
authenticate,  by  manual  or  facsimile  signature  and  to  cause  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be 
reproduced  or  impressed  on  the  Bonds  for  each  Series  with  such  changes,  additions, 
amendments  or  modifications  made  in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof.  Notwithstanding 
the  preceding  sentence,  at  least  one  of  the  signatures  required  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  a 
manual  signature. 

Section  4.     Declaration  of  Trust.  The  form  of  Declaration  of  Trust  (the  "Declaration  of 
Trust"),  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  this  Board,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  and  by  this  reference  incorporated  herein,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute,  and  the  Director  is  hereby  authorized 
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and  directed  to  approve  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  authorized  to  attest  to,  a  Declaration  of 
Trust  for  each  Series  of  Bonds  in  substantially  such  form,  with  such  changes,  additions, 
amendments  or  modifications  (including  but  not  limited  to  changes,  additions,  amendments  or 
modifications  necessary  to  obtain  credit  enhancement  or  ratings  for  all  or  any  portion  of  a 
Series  of  Bonds),  which  are  approved  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  interest  of  the  City,  and  which  . 
are  made  in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof.  The  City  hereby  agrees  to  comply  with,  or 
cause  to  be  complied  with,  all  covenants  of  the  City  and  the  Treasurer  set  forth  in  the 
Declaration  of  Trust.

The  Treasurer  is  also  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  from  time  to  time  one 
or  more  agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by 
applicable  law,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying 
agent,  fiscal  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or 
all  of  such  functions  and  other  duties  as  the  Treasurer  shall  determine,  Such  agents  shall 
serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  Treasurer  may 
remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  section  at  any  time.

Section  7.     Tax  Lew-  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  any 
Series  of  Bonds,  the  City  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  shall  continue  to  fix,  and  in 
the  manner  provided  for  such  general  tax  levy,  levy  and  collect  taxes  annually  each  year  until 
all  outstanding  Bonds  of  such  Series  have  been  paid,  or  provision  for  their  payment  has  been  j 
made  in  accordance  with  the  related  Declaration  of  Trust;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  Board1 
expects  to  sell  any  Series  of  Bonds  at  such  time  that  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  such  Series 
of  Bonds  will  become  due  before  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  levied  after  such  sale  would  be 
available  to  pay  such  principal  or  interest,  the  City,  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  annual  tax  levy, 
may  levy  a  tax  in  an'amount  sufficient  to  pay  that  portion  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the1 
Series  of  Bonds  which  it  expects  will  become  due  before  the  proceeds  of  the  next  succeeding 
tax  levy  will  be  available. 

Said  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  alt  other  taxes  levied  for  City  purposes  and  shall  be 
collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  the  City  are  collected. 

Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  Resolution,  the  City  hereby  pledges  as  security  for  each 
Series  of  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  deposit  the  j 
proceeds  of  the  aforementioned  tax  into  the  Bond  Account  established  under  the  related 
Declaration  of  Trust.  Such  fund  or  funds  shall  be  keot  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  fundsJ 
So  long  as  any  of  such  Series  of  Bonds  are  outstanding,  moneys  in  said  accounts  shall  be

Section  8.     Sale  and  Award  of  Bonds.  In  the  event  the  Director  determines  to  sell 
any  Series  of  Bonds  by  public  sale,  the  Director  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
determine  a  date  for  the  sale  of  such  Series  of  Bonds,  and  the  Director  on  behalf  of  the 
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Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  such  Series  of 
Bonds,  and  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  award  such  Series  of  Bonds  to 
the  bidder  whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  ail  in  accordance  with 
the  procedures  described  in  the  Notice  of  Sale,  (defined  herein). 

Section  9.     Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  (the  "Notice 
of  Sale"),  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  this  Board,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  and  by  this  reference  incorporated  herein,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Director  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  make 
such  changes,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  Notice  of  Sale. as  may  be  necessary  or 
advisable,  subject  to  the  terms  of  this  Resolution.  . 

In  the  event  of  a  public  sale  of  any  Series  of  Bonds,  sealed  proposals  for  the  purchase

The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  retain  the  services  of  other  agents, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  rating. agencies,  financial  advisors,  bond  insurers  and  escrow 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  to  facilitate  the  issuance  of  a  Series  of 
Bonds.  The  Director  is  hereby  further  authorized  to  enter  into  any  agreements  and  to 
compensate  such  agents  for  services  rendered.  The  Director  may  remove  or  replace  agents 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  section  at  any  time. 

Section  17.   Payment  of  Costs  of  Issuance.  The  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated 
with  each  Series  of  Bonds. 
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Section  18.    Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolutior 
to  execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document 
or  documents  the  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  in  excess  of  $800,000,000,  or  being  inconsistent  with  any  of  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  Section  1  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or 
modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  19.    Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  any  Series  of  Bonds  and  the 
refunding  of  the  Prior  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  20.    General  Authority.  The  Treasurer,  the  Controller,  the  City  Administrator, 
the  Mayor,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Director  and  any  other  officials  of  the  City  and  their  duly 
authorized  deputies  and  agents  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and 
on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and 
deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other  documents,  which  they,  or  any  of  them, 
may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of

Resolution  urging  the  San  Francisco  Congressional  delegation  to  support  federal 
funding  for  residential  substance  abuse  treatment  services  for  women  with  children. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors'  City  Services  Committee  held  a 
hearing  on  April  22,  2004  to  identify  gaps  in  residential  substance  abuse  services  for  women 
with  children;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  testimony  provided  at  the  City  Services  hearing  highlighted  the  vital 
role  residential  treatment  programs  play  in  the  lives  of  women  and  children  who  are  otherwise 
subject  to  dangerous  and  unhealthy  environments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  160  substance  abuse  treatment  beds  for  women  with  children  in 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  2,  000  mothers  who  need  beds;  and,

streets  or  in  unsafe  environments  if  the  facilities  close;  and,
